Claim 1 is directed to a method of formulating a regimen for preventing epithelial ovarian 
cancer employing an agent based on its ability to upregulate TGF-B expression in the ovarian 
epithelial. Applicant on page 13, lines 17-21 state that "these products could include progestins, 
estrogens, androgens, androgen antagonists, progestin antagonists, estrogen antagonists, or other 
agents including those selected from the group consisting of retinoids, dietary flavanoids, anti- 
inflammatory drugs, monoterpenes, S-adenosyl-L- methionine, selenium and vitamin D 
compounds". Applicant is, therefore, required to elect a single compound (agent) for 
examination on the merits and to add a claim to said compound. 

The several inventions above are independent and distinct, each from the other, as they 
have acquired a separate status in the art as a separate subject matter for inventive effect and 
require independent searches. It is noted that a reference to one compound (agent) v^ould not be 
a reference to another compound (agent) under 35 U.S.C. 103. Further, the claims read on a 
multitude of agents which would require many field of searches that would be an undue burden 
on the Examiner. Therefore, restriction for examination purposes is proper.
